grocery store, then spent the 
only money he had—$6—on food 
for the family.

Such proof will be strong new 
evidence supporting a still un­ 
proven theory that each animal 
cell contains tile seeds of can­ 


cer. Somehow', the theory pro­ 
poses, genetic messages in a 
cell are unlocked, turn the cell 
cancerous and cause manufac­ 
ture of cancer virus particles. 
These particles then infect oth­ 
er cells and pass along genetic j 
information making them can­ 
cerous.

covered here were in human 
cancer cells growing in a kit­ 
ten. where they were implanted 
before the kitten was born.

work was done by Dr. Robert 
M. McAllister of Childrens Hos­ 
pital of Los Angeles and Dr. 
Murray B. Gardner of the Uni­ 
versity of Southern California. 
The circumstantial

that the virus particles are of

comes 
from 
knowing what the particles are 
not. Tests have shown they are 
not cat, inuuse, rat, ham ster or 
chicken cancer virus.

Daley’s selection of Pucinski, 
52, a former newspaper report­ 
er with 14 years’ seniority in 
Congress, was an attempt to 
balance the top of the ticket 
with a Cook County candidate. 
Simon is from Troy in Southern 
Illinois. 
During most of his years in 
Congress Pucinski has returned 
to Chicago each weekend and 
distributed statements to local 
newspapers 
and 
broadcasters 


on virtually any subject under 
discussion by the House. 
He has been a loyal Daley 
Democrat, rising to defend po­ 
lice for their action during the 
•treat demonstrations at the 
time of the 1968 Democratic 
National Convenion. 
Pucinski, who had been a 
sponsor of a law aimed at 
heading off interstate travel to 
promote disorders, said at the 
time of the demonstrations that 
they provided “ an excellent op­ 
portunity to prosecute the first 
case under the new law enacted 
by Congress, which prohibits 
crossing a state line to incite a 
riot.’’ 
Like most Democratic con­ 
gressmen from Chicago, Pu­ 
cinski owes his allegiance to 
Daley and acts on issues close 
to Daley in a conservative fash­ 
ion.

College Students To Seek 
Political Convention Power 


CHICAGO (AP) — A confer­ 
ence of 3,000 college students 
has committed itself to working 
for the election of youthful dele­ 
gates to the 1972 political con­ 
ventions. 
Duane Draper, president of 
the Association of Student Gov­ 
ernments, said the action Sun­ 
day was a “reaffirmation that 
young people will work at elec­ 
toral politics when they see a 
chance for success.” 
He and other leaders of the 
meeting, called the Emergency 
Conference 
for 
New 
Voters, 
also 
warned 
the 
Democratic 
party that predominantly liber­ 
al young persons will not auto­ 
matically deliver the vote to 
the Democrats. 
Under the new rules for the 
Democratic party, Draper said, 
300 of the party’s 3.000 con­ 
vention delegates will be young 
persons. 
‘The 
question 
is 
whether 
they will be independent young 
people or Daley young people,” 
he added, referring to Chicago 
Mayor 
Richard J. Daley „ a 
proponent of organization poli­ 
tics. 
Allan Lowenstein, a former 
New York 
congressman 
and 
head of Americans for Demo­ 
cratic Action, said most young 
persons will be against the re­ 
election of President Nixon. 
“But,” Lowenstein said, “if 
the Democrats think there’s an 
automatic 
delivery 
of 
votes 
they don’t understand what this 
conference means.” 
The 
conference 
action 
ap- 
nroved the formation of a Na­ 
tional Youth Caucus, which is 
intended to help students in col­ 
lege 
communities 
pack 
pre­ 
cinct, county and district politi­ 
cal caucuses with young per­ 
sons. If enough are placed on

these 
caucuses, 
the 
youthful 
strategists reason, it will be 
possible to convince major par­ 
ty leaders they deserve repre­ 
sentation in the state delega­ 
tions. 
The Youth Caucus will be 
most concerned with nonprima­ 
ry states, where concentration 
of college students can be more 
effective. 
Art Kaminsky, an aide to 
Lowenstein and a planner of 
the conference, said youths in 
many nonprimary states could 
indicate their strength at pre­ 
cinct and county levels, then 
accept an offer to be placed on 
a candidate’s slate of delegates. 
“It doesn’t really m atter if a 
kid is committed to Muskie or 
McGovern or whoever so long 
as the candidate is aware that 
the youth delegate will be com­ 
pletely independent at the con­ 


vention on 
matters such as 
platform, 
rules 
and 
creden­ 
tials,” Kaminsky said. 
“One really important area is 
selection of a vice president,” 
Kaminsky 
added. 
“The 
last 
four vice presidents have be 
come presidential candidates.’*

iveness of every policeman in 
New York.” 
Egan turned in his gun and 
shield at the East 104th Street 
stationhouse in Spanish Har­ 
lem. “This is a sad day for 
me,” the 40-year-old former de­ 
tective said.

Trudeau Set

WASHINGTON (AP) - Cana­ 
dian Prime Minister Pierre El­ 
liott Trudeau arrives at the 
White House today to lead off 
President Nixon’s summit ses­ 
sions with allied chiefs in ad­ 
vance of his trips to Peking and 
Moscow. 
Economic 
difficulties 
head 
the prospective agenda, with 
C a n a d a—America’s 
largest 
trading 
partner—pressing 
for 
an end to the 10-per-cent import 
surtax Nixon imposed in his 
emergency measures last Au­ 
gust. 
In a broader way, both Nixon 
and Trudeau were portrayed as 
wanting face-to-face talks to 
range over major international 
issues at a time of far-reaching 
changes on the world scene. 
The theme of checking course 
with close friends amid a shift­ 
ing international pattern runs 
through Nixon’s unprecedented 
pace of separate summit par­ 
leys over the span of a month. 
Next week Nixon flies to the 
Azores to see France’s Georges 
Pompidou. The week after, it’s 
Britain’s Edward Heath in Ber­ 
muda. Then comes West Ger­ 
many’s Willy Brandt, at Key 
Biscayne, followed by Japa/i’s 
Eisaku Sato in San Clemente 
Jan. 6-7. 
The wide-ranging impact of 
broadening dealings with the 
Soviets and of opening of U.S. 
contacts with Red China are on 
the agenda for all. So is the 
trade-and-monetary crisis. 
Even as Nixon prepared for 
the Trudeau meeting, he was 
being kept abreast of develop­ 
ments in the world’s newest hot 
spot, 
the 
Asian 
subcontinent 
where India and Pakistan are 
at war. 
Trudeau dealt himself in on 
Nixon’s summit by asking to 
see the President—a bid the 
White House quickly accepted. 
The two meet late this after­ 
noon and this evening, with the 
Canadian slated to return to Ot­ 
tawa Tuesday.
